principles.

Membership is open to those who are interested in the advancement of 
ecology or its applications, ana to those who are engaged in any aspect of 
the study of organisms in relation to environment. 

Dues are $3.00 per annum, including $2.00 as one year's subscription to 
Ecology. Members are entitled to present papers at meetings, to vote at 
meetings and in letter or other balloting, and are eligible as officers and as 
members of committees. 

Non-subscribing members will be accepted for a single period of not 
more than three years with annual dues of $1.00. Such members do not 
receive Ecology and are not eligible for office, but may, upon payment of 
$3.00 dues, become full members.
